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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during November were valued at £3,252,420, which shows 
a decrease of £188,084, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the eleven months there was a decrease of £670,763, 
or 2 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during November amounted to £1,851,897, as compared with £1,691,479 
in 1908; the total for the eleven months was £18,518,820, an increase 
of £447,311 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There were 
decreases in a number of the principal articles ; apparel and soft goods, 
agricultural implements, cordage and twines, iron and steel, kerosene, 
leather, and sugar, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for November amounted to £3,300,350, being a 
decrease of £151,421 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the eleven months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £889,429, or nearly 4 per cent., as compared with last year.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for November show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,302,258, or £165,61L more than in 
November of last year. During the five months ended 30th November 
the revenue was £5,655,160, being £186,678 more than the corres- 
pending period of the last financial year.

On the 30th November, 1909, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 

in debit to the amount of £160,019, but the account includes payments 

in anticipation of loans, £855,002, to be transferred on passing of Loan 
Appropriation Act for the year. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during November was 11,093 oz. crude, 
equal to 9,927 oz. fine, valued at £42,166. During the eleven months 
of 1909 there has been a decrease in the value of gold produced of 
£84,975 as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for November was higher than in October , 
and higher than for November last year. The index number for pastoral 
produce was 1,186, for metals 1,086, and for all articles 1,219. Prices 
generally were higher than in the previous month, the only articles to 
show decreases being mutton and lead. 


Meteorology.—During the month of November the weather conditions almost 
throughout the State were very dry, and, with the exception of the 
North Coast, Northern Tableland, and a few stations along the Northern 
Border, the Central Western Slope, and the extreme South-west, the 
rainfall was below the average. 


Land Selections.—During November 160 new settlers applied for 82,403 
acres ; and 61,848 acres, representing 112 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of 
new settlers has been 2,236, and the area applied for 1,476,569 acres. 
The original area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist 
January has been 1,246,317 acres, representing 1,509 blocks.
